DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 21-29, 74, and 75 in the reply 
filed on September 2, 2004 is acknowledged. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 19 (a)-(d) based on an 
application filed in Germany on May 1 1, 1999. Applicant has not complied with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.63(c), since the oath, declaration or application data sheet does not 
acknowledge the filing of any foreign appUcation. A new oath, declaration or application data 
sheet is required in the body of which the present application should be identified by application 
number and filing date. 

Specification 

3 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is longer than 1 50 words. The 
abstract currently on file contains 24 lines, whereas it should only contain about 15. Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4, The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, pubHshed under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defmed in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 21-23, 25-29, and 75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lin et al (U.S. Patent 5,932,365), The reference is directed to a hydrogen canister fuel cell 
battery. The fijel cell is insertable into a consumer device such as a notebook computer (see col 
5, line 50). The hydrogen canister is removable when the hydrogen supply is depleted (see col. 
5, line 3 1). Atmospheric air is supplied to the fuel cell cathode by a ventilator device (fan 51) 
(see Fig. 2A). Regarding claim 28, the fan is adjustable. Regarding claims 22 and 23, the 
hydrogen canister is pressurized and thus functions in conjunction with connecting passageways 
as a "pump device" to supply hydrogen to the foel cell. 

Thus, the instant claims are anticipated. 



6. Claims 21-27, 29, and 74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kelley et al (U.S. Patent 6,268,077). The reference is directed to a portable fuel cell power 
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supply. The fiiel cell is insertable into a consumer device such as a radio (see col. 2, line 40). 
Hydrogen is supplied from a storage tank (1 10) via a pump device (regulator 120) (see Fig. 1). 
The tank is removable when the hydrogen supply is depleted (see col, 3, line 42). Atmospheric 
air is supplied to the fuel cell cathode by a ventilator device (vent 357) (see Fig. 3). Regarding 
claim 24, the hydrogen regulator is adjustable. 
Thus, the instant claims are anticipated.
